Silalia on his way home toJDetroit, walked with a reporter along 
the towpath for three locks and discussed business and other 
matters.

He declared that, with incoming population, there could-be 


no holding back Canada. "Dire things can never happen on this 
continent," he said, "because the basic stock of population is 
the best in the world."

"The time is coming," said Ford, "when Canada will no 


longer import coal from the United States/ The 'white coal' age 
is coming rapidly. Even the water falling over there," pointing 
to the canal~waste water, "should be utilized for power devel- 
opment." 


The manufacturer also expressed a strong opinion that the 


new Welland ship canal would be the natural forerunner of the 
development of the St. Lawrence, and that Canada would not 
derive the full advantage of the new canal unless the St. Law- 
rence waterway was made passable for larger craft.

new Welland ship canal would be the natural forerunner of the 
development of the St. Lawrence, and that Canada would not 
derive the full advantage of the new canal unless the St. Law- 
rence waterway was made passable for larger craft.
